Ormonde’s Right 
WHS alKHit to pass *California King when Ross 
seeined not only to let his mount lH>re over, but 
also plainly to bump Ormonde’s Right. As tlie 
latter was a heavily backed favorite the decision 
seemed popular. 

Mctliimis 
put up Shaw at the request of little Notter, who 
says he cannot do full justice to the Collar colt. 
The change netted success. It was tlie l>est bet- 
ting raci* of the day, Wheeler putting $r*.UU0 mi 
Fui-slane, followed by Seagram and the Canadians.

Ginnis to go as far as they liked in backing Frank 
Gill and they won thousands on him.

Orphan Lad Shipped to Bennings — Intended Cam- 
paigners at Ascot Park in Consternation. 

Baltimore. Md.. Novemlier 13. — There was a tinge 
of winter in the air today that made ovenNxits 
necessarj'. Still, as the storm held off ami the 
track tvas greatly improved, the racing was far 
belter than had been anticipated, in fact It was 
g<Fod. The success of the meeting, together witli 
wliat has been the result for several years back, 
has induced the management to rush the completion 
of the plans for the new track. The Maryland Jockey 
Club dlrectws held a meeting tills morning and 
decided to break ground at once at Halethorpe, Md.. 
with the idea of having the new course read.v fw the 
fall meeting of next year. The stock of the new 
oi'gauixatiou will be distributed among some of the 
best peo^Fle, not alone of this city, but at all points 
where the social element is a [jart of turf affairs. 
The new track will be at>out ten minutes from Bal- 
timore and about thirty -eight from Washington, on 
both the Pennsylvania and the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroads. 

Starter Dade has cimsented to partially lift the 
susiFonsion of jockey J. Hennessy and has agreed to 
let him ride for his employer, Willie Shields, to- 
morrow. 

Orphan Lad will l)e shipi>ed to Bemiings in tiie 
morning as he is to be a starter in tlie Grand 
Consolation Stakes that will be run as one of the 
features of the oiiening of the meeting o* the 
Washingt<m Jo<*key Club. This colt is better now 
tlian he has been all season and it will take a 
pretty shifty one to beat him. 

.V .seemingly malicious rumoi* reached here today 
that there would not l*e any racing In Los Angeles 
this winter and the tale brought consternation 
umong^ the horsemen, who were planning a winter 
campaign at Ascot Park. Several wired for cou- 
firmatiou of the story, but no replies Avore re- 
ceived. 

C. K. Mabone will ship his entire string from 
here to Hot Springs, where he will rest up pending 
the o|>ening of the gates at Ouklawu Park in 
February. 

BENNETT AND ELLISON’S YOUNGSTERS. 

.Memphis, Tenn., November 13. — C. R. Ellison and 
C, Bennett were liere today looking over their 
valuable racing Interests, embracing young and 
old horses in winter quarters at Montgomery Park. 
Bennett has just returned from the east where he 
enjoyed his most profitable season on tlie turf in 
his career as an owner. Ellison said he failed to 
win much money with his racing stable, but ad- 
mitted having a prosperous year witli the botik- 
inukers. Seventeen yearlings have been brought In 
from the Bennett farm and placed in the bands of 
trainer Mulliolland to try out for next year’s racing 
use. Ellison lias live yearlings in lo<ial tralnbig in- 
cluding the recently named Governor Hughes, a 
brother to Salvidere. 

OPENING HANDICAP WEIGHTS. 

Racing, rudely Interrupted last spring by the 
earthquake that lai<l San Franciaoo in ruins, April 
IS, will tie resumed at Oakland next Saturday. Ap- 
pearances augur well for the success and larosperlty 
of the winter campaign of 1906-7. The stables at 
Oakland are filled to overfiowiug. The track and its 



appointments are in first-class condition. San Fran- 
cisco. in the process of clearing away debris and 
rebuilding, is a teeming hive of human endeavor. 
Money is pouring into the hands of Industry and 
the recipients are eager to get rid of *lt in payment 
for amusement and recreation. 

The feature of Uie first day is the Opening 
Handicap. This Is a dash of a mile for three-year- 
olds and over. It closed Octobe<l 29, with forty-one 
nominations. At the time of Its annual running 
many hwses destined for California racing are still 
on the other side of the Rocky Mountains taking 
part in the late meetings of the middle west and 
tlie east, so the Opening Handicap does not receive 
as many entries as the stakes that are to lie run 
later on. But it has enough and plenty to assure 
a fine race and the entries and weights are as 
follows:

THREE CHAMPIONS OF OTHER DATS. 

Foxhall, foaled in 1878, never rac'ed in America, 
but w’as shipped to England when a yearling. At 
two years old he made his debut at the Newmarket 
Se<*oiid Octolier meeting in the Bedford Stakes, five 
furkmgs, defeating Myra, Istunael and Mynheer. 
Same meeting was second in the Ashley Sweep- 
stakes, five furlongs, to Savoyard, beating Slmnel, 
Lamprey and Montgomrie. Newmarket Houghton 
meetiug won the Bretby Nursery Handicap Plate, 
five furkmgs, defeating Heyday, the fav«>rite, to 
whom he gave twenty -four pounds; Accelerato, and 
fifteen others. When ' three y^ars oW was second 
to the Derby winder Bend Or (4) In the City and 
i Suburban Handicap, one and oiie-qnarter miles, wifh 
Post Obit, Peter, Prcstonpajis, Petronel and seven- 
teen others behind him. He then crossed the 
Channel ami won the Grand Prix de Paris, defeating 
Tristan, AlWon, Fiddler and six others. He was 
returned to England and without a gallop starteil In 
the Ascot Gold Cup. won by Roliert the Devil, Fox- 
hall, the only three-year -old in the race, failing to 
get a place. Newmarket First October meeting won 
the Grand Duke Michael Stakes, one mile, tw’o fur- 
longs and seventy-three yards, defeating Don Fulano, 
Ishmael and Maskelyne. Second October meeting 
won the Cesaxewitch Stakes (Handicap) two miles, 
two furlongs and twenty-eight yards, carrying 110 
pounds, defeating Chippendale, Fiddler. Petronel and 
fifteen others. Won the Select Stakes, for three- 
year-olds, Rowley Mile, defeating Tristan and 
Maskelyne. Houghton meeting Foxhall (3) w'on the 
Cambridgeshire Stakes (Handicap) one and one- 
qiiarter miles, carrying 126 pounds, from Lucy 
Glitters (3) 91 pounds, seocmd; Tristan (3) 107 
pounds, third; Peter (5) 140 pounds; Bend Or (4) 
134 pounds, and twenty-seven others. Foxhall had 
up the highest weight ever carried successfully by 
a three-yea r-ohl in this race, and It is probable no 
three-year-old ever ran a better race. He won the 
Ascot Gold Cup as a four-year-old, and started next 
day in the Alexandra Plate. He was not in c<mi- 
dition and was defeated by Fiddler (by Preakness, 
a son of Lexington) whom he had beaten several 
times, and this ended his racing career. 

The famous English trainer, William Day. spoke 
of him as the best hoi’se he bad ever handled, and 
John Porter, of Kingsclere, trainer of Ormonde, 
Flying Fox and Persimmon, names Foxhall as one 
of the ten best horses he ever saw. 

Hindoo, by Virgil, dam Florence, by Lexington, 
foaled in 1878, was in some respects a better race- 
horse than Luke Blackburn, as he was a first-class 
two-year-old, wlnulng seven of his nine starts. Hin- 
doo woo the Colt and Filly Stakes at Lexington, the 
Alexander and Tennessee Stakes at Louisville, the 
Juvenile and Jockey Club Stakes (one mile for two- 
year-olds) at .St. IxNuis, the Criterion at Chicago, 
three-fourths mile In 1:15, which was the fastest 
tliree-quarters ever run by a two-year-old to that 
date, and at Gravesend won the Tremout Stakes, (me 
mile. After the latter race he changed hands and 
at Saratoga ran third to Crickmore and Bonnie 
Lizzie in the Windsor Hotel Stakes, with Thora and 
four others behind him, and In the Day Boat Line 
Stakes finished second to Thora, In front of Bonnie 
Lizzie and three others. 

Hind<x> won eighteen out of twenty starts as a 
three-ycar-old, including the Blue Ribbon Stakes 
at Lexington, the Kentucky Derby and Clark Stakes 
at Louisville, the Tidal Stakes and Coney Island 
Derby at .Sheepshead Bay, at Monmouth Park, the 
Ocean, Lorillard and Champlcm Stakes and Jersey 
St. Leger. and at Saratoga^ the Travers, Sequel, 
United States Hotel, and Kenner Stakes. He ran 
second in the Brighton Beach Parse and third In 
the September Handicap, both of which races were 
won by Cridkm<me. • 

Hindoo won five out of six starts as a four-year- 
old. At Louisville, won the Cup, the Merifiiants 
and the Turf Stakes; at Sheepshead Bay, woo the 
Coney Island Stakes and Ckmey Island Cap. 

As a three and four-year-old, Hindoo defeated all 
of the best horses of bis day, including Bend Or, Creo- 
sote, Getaway, lielex, AJfambra, BtKdjack, Tliora, Sir 
Hugh, Jack of Hearts, OI<*more, Saunterer, Moni- 
tm*. Olldella, Eole, Oomi>ensatlon. Greenland. Parole, 
ChecI^Ulate, Runny uieade, etc. Crickmore beat him 



when not at his best, but be beat Crickmore three 
times. Colonel S. D. Bruce, author of the American 
Stud Book, said: “Hindoo was the best racehorse 

whiifii has appeared in this country for more than 
a decade, and It is doubtful if any horse In England 
could have beaten him In the great classic events.” 
In the stud Hindoo got Hanover, next to Lexington 
the best of American sires. 

Salvator, by Prince Charlie, dam Sallna, by Lex- 
ington, was foaled in 1886. At two years old, he 
won four out of six starts; ran second to Proctor 
Knott in the first Futurity Stakes; won the Flat- 
bush and Maple Stakes, at Sheepshead Bay; the 
Tuckahoe and Titan Stakes at Jerome Park. When 
three years old, Salvator won seven out of eight 
races in w-hlch he started, that is the Tidal ; Realiza- 
tl(m, one and five-eighth miles, Tenny, Long Dance, 
Longstreet and five others being behind him; the 
Lorillard, (me and one-half miles, with 118 pounds 
up defeating Longstreet, Faverdale colt, and five 
others; was third to Longstreet, 118, and Proctor 
Knott, 120, in the Omnibus Stakes, one and one- 
halC miles. Salvat(M* carrying 125 pounds and finish- 
ing ill fremt of four others; won the Jersey Handi- 
cap, one and one-quarter miles, 124 p(mnds, in front 
of nine others; won the September Stak(», one and 
three-quarter miles, 129 pounds, beating J. A. B. 
and Sorrento; won a sweepstakes, (me and one-six- 
teenth miles, and a purse, one and onc-slxteenth 
miles. As a four-ye«r-(Md, he won all of his five 
starts. In the Suburban Handicap, one and one- 
quarter miles, 127 pounds, he beat probably the best 
field which ever started for this event, that Is 
Cassius, 107 poimds, sec(md; Teuny, 126 pounds, 
third; Reclare, Prince Royal, Longstreet; Firenze, 
Rac'eland, and others; won the match against Tenny, 
each carrying 122 pounds, one and one-quarter miles. 
In 2:05; walked over for the M(mmouth Cup, one 
and three-quarter miles; won the Cliauipion Stakes, 
(me and one-half miles, beatiug Tenuy, each carrying 
122 pounds; w'(m purse of $2,500, one mile, to beat 
the best time on record, 1:391, carrying 110 pemnds, 
going the distance in 1:35^. 

ENVIABLE NEW YORK RACING. 

“The Jockey Club has lived up to its agreement 
made with the Rev. Dr. T. R. Sllcer lasU-sprlug to 
hamper Ihcr pbulfboms In the way of Iiifbrmatl(m. 
The establishment of a breeding bureau, which has 
pla(?ed numerous stallions in various parts of New 
Y’ork state to be bred to mures in the interest of 
the breeding iiidustr>*, has done much to solidify the 
foundations iiimu which the sport has been built 
up,” says the New York Sun. “Tlie conduct of the 
racegoing crowds has at all times lieen above re- 
proach, while the general management of affairs 
has been without a flaw. Discipline on the racetracks 
is the secret of universal decorum. The Jockey 
Club rules with a rod of Iron, a policy that is neces- 
sary when the different elements that go to make 
up racing are taken under consideration. The 
|M>pularlty of tlie turf was never more evident than 
now. The patronage of the public is widespread 
and loyal, w'hich means that the confidence placed 
in the stewards of the .Timkey Club remains un- 
siiaken. When another campaign rolls around, 
therefore, the turf will be even lietter patronized, no 
doubt, particularly if individuals who have excited 
suspicion this year are either curbed or suppressed 
in the meantime.” 

VOTE TO ANNEX ASCOT PARK. 

It is reported that the propositiim to annex to 
the city of Los Angeles that outside district In 
which Ascot Park is located was carried by a 
narrow margin at the special election held Monday. 
Ill the l(mg run this will probably do away with 
Ascot Park racing, but is not likely to affect the 
meeting sctieduled to open Thanksgiving Day. The 
ordinance does not go into effect for sonic time and 
it is said that tlie validity of the election will be 
assailed in the courts, which will delay matters 
until the end of the approaching meeting. In the 
meantime the reason for the track at Arcadia is 
plain and it will probably be pushed to (xanpletlon 
as speedily as may be possible. 

CHANGED ENGLISH RACHNG CUSTOMS. 

All-the-year-round racing is not singular more 
now to F'ngland than to the United States. Time 
was, and within the memory of (XMuparatively young 
men, when racing did not go on in England during 
November, December, January and February, but 
the coming of the gate-money meetings, of Kempton 
and Sandown Park changed all that, and now there 
is racing every day in the jear, Sundays excepted, 
somewhere in the United Kingdom, and frequently 
several meetings going on simultaneously, the 
strictly winter mouths being mainly given over to 
hurdle racing and steeplechasing. 

ROWE WILL NOT GO TO BENNINGS. 

New Y'ork, November 13. — Trainer James Rowe 
will not go to Bennings. His stable retires after 
Aque<lu<*t. He has won upwards of $10,000 for Mr. 
Keene and he feels that both he and his horses are 
entitled to a let-up. Suffrage is the only Keene 
horse in a Bennings stake. She Is in the Columbia 
Hamlicap and if sent for it will be In charge of 
Tliomas Healey. Rowe did not put a two-year-old 
In the tlrand Consolation. He now probably regrets 
that Zambesi and Philander are not eligible* 

NOTES OF THE TURF, 

Succeeding San Antonio, racing began yesterday at 
Houston, Texas, with a big array of horses, ten 
bookmakers and a big attendants. 

Tourenne will go Into winter quarters after filling 
bis engagements at Bennings and sbouhl do the 
Kirkfield Stable good service at Toronto next May. 
Oil his two-year-old form he certainly holds Mr. 
Seagram’s Purslane and Main Chance safe.

FAVOKim FARE BADLY. 

LATONIA SPECULATORS GO ASTRAY IN EN- 
DEAVORING TO LOCATE WINNERS. 

Dr. Leggo Loses a Hard Luck Race to Tartan— 
St. Joseph Again Defeated— Sam 
Stephens Pays Up. 



Ciuciimatl, O., November 13. — With moderating 
weather, the attendance at Latonia today was one 
of the largest of the meeting. The card, while 
evenly balanced in the matter of class of horses, 
afforded no easy picking and those of the public 
who pitted their wits against the layers of odds, 
scored only once and that was when King Pepper 
won at a remunerative price. All of the other races 
went to second choices and outsiders. 

C. C. McCafferty and his followers receiv(?d a 
severe blow when Dr. Leggo was beaten in the 
third race. This horse has been under careful train- 
ing all summer and McCafferty thought he had him 
placed where there was no chance for him to lose. 
The horse ran a good ra(je, but wa.s interfered with 
early and lost ground, and then was (Mily beaten in 
the hardest sort of a drive by Tartan. 

A lot of money was wagered on Dr. Spruill, which 
ran disappointingly to his backers. Besterliug was 
also in demand by speculators, but he Is a heavy 
headed horse and Swain, who rode him, appeared to 
be nnable to do him justice. Moreland bad been 
engaged for the mount, bat on account of an acci- ‘ 
dent yesterday was unable to fulfill his engagements. 

If McCafferty failed to win with Dr. Leggo, he more 
than made amends when his Nooie Lucille captured 
the fifth race at an outsider’s odds. Toboggan, the 
fav(Hute and nnder the guidance of Aubuchou, was 
In one of hte sulking moods and got off poorly. ^le 
will be shipped tomorrow to New Orleans, and 
Street will send the others of his string now quar- 
tered at Douglas Park to the Crescent City shortly. 

M. J. Daly and his connectlims again displayed 
confidence in the speed of St. Joseph and, especially 
as C. Morris was to ride instead of CamdL Hazel- 
tborpe beat bim handily and it is evident that this 
good colt has not yet quite rounded into his best 
form. 

T. C. McDowell who has had a moderately suc- 
cessful season in the east was a visitor at the track. 
McDowell has all his horses turned out at Ashland 
Farm near Lexingtqn. Speaking of the Blue Grass 
yearlings, he said he thought that Captain Wilden 
had a very protnlsiug filly, and also that H. M. 
Ziegler, for whom C. H. Hughes Is trainer, had 
one or two in his bam that will be heard from 
next season. The steeplechaser, Dell Leatb, will 
be shipped to Washington Saturday to be raced 
there. 

Jockey Jdunro left tonight for Memphis to try out 
some yearlings there after which be will go on to 
New Orleans. 

Sam Stephens, who was fined $1,0(X) at the Louis- 
ville fall meetiug on account of bis altercation with 
Ed .\lvey, paid the amount to Judge Price and was 
allowed to draw in t(xlay. 

PRETTY POLLY RETIRED. 

The most famous race mare of recent times. 
Pretty Polly will race no more and her passing 
from the turf to the paddock has not been attended 
with any flouri^ of trumpets. The famous mare 
will go to Major Eustace Loder’s stud at Eyrefield 
Lodge. Ireland. Polly, it is said, was almost human 
in her work, and the greatest regret is felt that 
she should have suffered two defeats. Every now 
and again certain animals In England are described 
as “horses- of the (?entury,” but of late years they 
have come to grief In a most disappointing manner. 
Had Pretty Polly gone to the stud at the end of 
her four -year-old career, many w(mld have claimed 
the title for her, as no one in England paid serious 
heed to her defeat in Fran(%. The rude awakening 
came in the Ascot Gold Cup, when Bachelor’s Button 
ran the daughter of Gallinule out of it at the 
finish. 

Whether she was beaten on her merits, however, 
is a debatable point, and when the true history of 
that race comes to be wirtten it will probably be 
found that she was a most unlucky loser. Still, she 
was beaten, and that is the all-important point. 
Whether unluckily or not does not matter — the ver- 
dict will always rank against her. The daughter 
of Gallinule won nearly $186, (MX) for Major Loder. 
whl(^ falls short of the winnings of some of the 
famous horses of the past. 

Her career at the stud will be watched with ex- 
traordinary interest, and it Is to be hoped that she 
will produce something as good as herself. Brilliant 
mares on the turf, however, have a habit of proving 
failures at the stud, but Polly will be In a. 
country which has become famous for the extraor- 
dinary merit of the Isirses bred there. “Br(»ed in 
Ireland ami train in Englftnd” would appear to be 
a royal road to success on the British turf. It is 
thought likely that Pretty Polly will l»e mated with 
Bachelor's Button. U would be a royal weddiug.
